of the American Medical associa- 
tion." 


The rebuff, sifinecl by all of the 


association's officers 
and 
direc- 
tors, was published in the current 
journal of the AMA. 


The 
136 
physicians 
signed 
a 
statement which said in part that 
if the $25 levy on AMA members 
is "to be used for propaganda and 
legislative' lobbying instead of 
de- 


veloping a comprehensive medical 
care program, we are heartily op- 
posed to the levy and shall refuse 
to pay it x x x." 


The reply stated that "not one 


of the signers of the protest 
at 


tempted .through direct inquiry to 
the headquarters or to any official 
of the association" to 
determine 
the AMA's plans and program. 


The AMA statement said purpose 
for which the assessment fund is 
to be. spent have been 
published 


and that "this fund 
is not for 


lobbying, nor in any way a sluch 
fund." 


The money will be spent, the of- 


ficers and directors said, chiefly 
for "education of

Registration 
of Tires Gets 
Senate Okay 


Litlle Rock, Feb. 18 — (/P) ~A 


proposed auto title registration re- 
quirement was on its way toward 
becoming Arkansas law today. 


The senate late yesterday passed 
a bill to set up the registration sys- 
tem. The measure previously had 
been passed by the house. 


Only Governor McMath's signa- 
ture remained to amake the bill 
an act. 


The bill provides that title 
to 
every motor vehicle shall be reg- 
istered with the revenue commis- 
sioner. Heavy penalties would bo 
imposed against persons selling or 
opcralm? vehicles which have not 
been registered. 


Sponsors said a registration law 
would make Arkansas less desir 
able a~ a "dumping ground" for 
stolen automobiles. 


Two other bills passed by the 
senate were designed to 
tighten 
sales tax collections. 


One would prescribe physical, 
educational and age qualifications 
for revenue department auditors; 
the other would authorize the Ar- 
kansas revenue commissionter to 
enter into reciprocal pacts 
with 
other states and the federal gov- 
ernment for exchange of lax in- 
formation. 
The latter 
bill was 


designed particularly as an effort 
to reduce importation 
into 
the 
state of cigarettes on which Ar 
kjinsas taxes are not paid. 


Under a bill introduced carriers 
operating under supervision of the 
Arkansas Public Service commis- 
sion would pay a tax of one-fifth 
of one per cent of gross revenues 
earned 
in 
Arkansas. 
Proceeds 
would help to defray costs of the 
commission. 
A 
similar 
levy 


already is in effect against uliii 
ty companies under supervision of 
the 
commission, 
but 
when 


railroads and motor carriers also 
were placed under the regulatory 
bodv in J945, the tax was not ex- 
tended to them. 


The house passed bills to place 
salaries of countv school 
super- 


visors on a par with those of teach- 
ers; to permit cities of the second 
clcss to establish police courts; to 
exempt advertising in trade join- 
rials from the sales tax; to require 
that insanity pleas 
in 
criminal 


cases be entered in advance of 
trial dales, and to prohibit cities 
arid counties from taxing automo- 
biles furnished by the government 
to amputee-veterans.

Litlle Rock, Feb. 13 — (/P) —Ef- 


forts to drastically change Arkan- 
sas' municipal civil service setup 
apparently are washed up for the 
session of thc state legislature. 


Sen. Ellis Fagan, Little Rock, 


ivho had sponsored four bills call 
np lor changes in the civil scrv- 
ce law told a crowd of protesting 
nunicipal employes at a hearing 
list night "to 
forget 
all 
about 
.hem." 


He made the statement after no 
one appeared to advocate passage 
ot: the bills — despite the com- 
alaints Fagan said he had received 
on civil service operation. 


Chairman of the senate 
cities 
and towns committee which held 
he hearing, Fagan indicated three 
01 the bills would be dropped. A 
fourth, to which employes appar- 
ently had no particular objection, 
was held for thc committee for 
further study. 


Revenue and taxation commit- 
tees of th? house and senate held 
a joint hearing last night on two 
measures. 


After the meeting house passage 


ol one measure already passed in 
the senate was recommended. This 
was the bill to place liquor, beer 
and wine under Ihe sales tax. 


The curnniittee a!;;o recommend- 


ed passage of a measure to impose 
a two per cent use tax. The bill

western blizzards and snow storms 
have 
actually 
had 
their 
good 


points, the agriculture department 
said today. 


Crop nnd pasture prospects have 


benefilled from them, the depart- 
ment said, particularly in the Great 
Plains wheat area, whore droughts 
are not uncommon. 


But the good effects might be 


hoavily outweighed by the bad, of- 
ficials indicated. 
Y e s t e r d a y the department 


warned that the heavy snows could 
cause devastating floods in the low- 
lands when they melt, especially 
if spring rains come at the same 
time. 


Officials noted that the depart- 
ment previously had reported that 
the snows had greatly improved 
and 
irrigation 
water 
supplies 


throughout much of the miflwest 
and west. In the Great Plains, for 
instance, rain and snow were said 
to 
have 
been lour to 
to 
six 


times above normal up to Feb. 1. 
Precipitation 
had 
been 
below 
normal, the department said, only 
along the Atlantic, Gulf and Pa- 
cific coasts and a narrow 
strip 


along the Mexican border. 


But in some instances, the snow 
and rain has been too heavy for 
winter wheat. The weather bureau 
re-ported yesterday that 
melting 


snow had drowned out the wheat 
crop in some sections of Kansas, 
while the excessive moisture and 
periods of warm weather in some 
sections 
had 
caused 
abnormal 


growth for this time of the year. 


As another example of the bad 


effect of the recent heavy winter 
rain and snowfalls, harvesting of 
corn and soybeans was delayed.
